Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
asked Attorney David Guerra to make a clarifying amendment to clarify that the independent claims positively claim 
two or more separate "workpiece receiving sockets" for the separate knurling and press-on stations. It is examiner's 
assertion that in light of the other limitations, separate devices acting as separet workpiece receiving sockets further 
define over the best prior art, which shows that a single workpiece receiving socket is used for both stations. Examiner 
suggested changes to the numbering of the claims. Examiner asked for typographical errors to be fixed, including 
adding the word, "cam" after the last word, "said" in originial claim 38 and changing the term "camshaft" in original 
claims 27 and 30 to "cam."
